By the uet originally eresting sald board,
it was provided “that the suid commissinners
chould be contined exclusively to the evidepes
which they roceive from citizens, oflicers, and
records of the respective eounties in adiastiue
the agpregnte value of the taxable properiy of
the counties respectively.,” An inspection of the
returns made by county commissioners, aud Lie
replive made by them to wnterrozatocies of
tormer bourds huve convioeed mwe that there can
be po eauitable valpuiion ol property novle
under the restrietion Imposed, T resoecitally
request that ths barto a jnst valustion may
ne removed, and any otherdfate testimony, =uch
ns CENEUR TEPOrts, etc,, muy be used in making
the valuation,

In muking thi= report, 1 have confined myself
entirely to an exhibit ot reéceipts, ete., for the
pact year, of our present stauding nud  our pra-
bable condition in the future, 1t is for you, us
the represeniatives of the people, to enact the
policy that will best accord with thelr interest
or wishes. It our obligations are to be paid us
they become due, it can only be doune by
ceonomy in our expenditures, or by the impo-
vition of morz taxes, Whichever of these will
best suit the people you represent, it would be
well to adopt.

Opinion In & Barglary Case,

EUPEEME CoUuRT IN BANC — Oblef Justies
Trompson, and Judges Read, Agoow, aod
Bharswood,

This morning, in the ease of Holliston, which
we notlced several duays ago, the Unlef Jastive
gave the fwllowlng Interesting opinlon:—

Ersstus B, Holllston va. the Uommonwealth,
Error to the Oyer and Terminer of Wayne
conply. The indietment in this oase follows
tbe common law form of an lodigtment for
burglary, It charges that the acsused wiih
force and arme, in the night time, did relonl-
ously and burglariously oreak and enter the
srorchouse of SBunton & MeMuilén, In the
borough uf Wynents, wiih lnteol the goods nnd
onutiels of the sald Stinton & MeMallen tostewl,
thke, and carry away; and that baviog 4o on-
tered,he did stenl, nke, and carry nway coerbaln
of the goods of the sald Sllaton & MoMullen;
deseribing them, The breuking in asiorehionse,
noi parcel of & dwelling-house, 18 not l)unflar)'
by the oommon aw vor by any statate of Lhis
Sinte. No words need ba used to prove Lhis.
Notwlihstanding that Loe Iprisonet’s eoansel
made a motion predicated of this objection Lo
the indletment to guash i1, It was overraled,
and the trinl was prooseded In, and the prisoner
was convicted by the jury In manoer and
form &8 he stood ludleted, and afterwards
sentenced to Lwo years conflnement in the
penltentiary. There being no authority for un
inoietment for burglary Lo breaking and enler-
iug & storehonse belonging o ,:rl\mm parvies,
in the 165th section of the act of dlat of Marci,
1860, 1y was orged lo argument that the convies
tion might be snstatned as ander the 13600 60«
tion of the act, Thisscotion 18 special snd to
cover cascs not witbiln the definiilon, but par-
taxipg of Its nnture, and applles where tho
hrruklfng faked place 1o the deoy time Into any
dwelling-bouse, shop, warehouse, swore, mill,
barn or stable, vuthounss or other bullding, or
an entry by day or or night wilhout breaking
wilh intent 1o commita felony therein, This
gectlon seems to have been deslguned to punish
the felonious lotent with which an enlry is
made, even I no felony oo ketnally comulited,
It v ke the offense of burglary in this respect;
otherwise it is guite nolike 1t, as It I8 nolneces-
pary that it shonid be ln whe nlgnt Lime, aod In
one aspectof 1L the offense 18 complete witbout
o breaklog. It would not do to hold & defead-
nnt convioled ou an Indlietmant
in form for burglary strietly Huole
1o berentenced under Lthe seetion, by changing
the averments or assumlog them Lo be so
changed to sult the convietlon. In fael 1t 15 not
the spme offense, althougn it partakes of Lis
patore; snd I have no doubt but It might be
jolped in the srme indictment. Bul it would
D@ us DECOHRATY 10 sel forth thils chargs, 50 a8 Lo
briong It witbhin the offense desceribed in this kee
tion,as 1L 18 necesiary Lo kel forth the esspatiale
Lo establish the orlme of barglary. Without
defining the certaluty that is reguired in an In-
dietment for i felony, 1t mnst certninly be so
precise In sll cases a8 Lo furnish the aconsad
with “tbe natore and canse of the accusation
sgeingt bim,"” Toe bill of rights secores tols to
un accused, This vonld not be sald to be the
cige if B conviction on an indle m ut for break-
ing and entering one description of bullding
was sustained lu regard to one not deseribed or
pusceptible of the same deseription. Wa hold
that the convictilon In thig case was not of the
coffense charged in the 130 h seotion of the aot,
nor sustaipable under i, But 1t was argoed
that there Is included 1o thils charge of burgiary
n cliarge of larceny, Thiu I8 true; and It 18 not
to be denied thal a conviction by the jary of
the minor offense would be sustained, Dutthat
